The office which 
Sherman holds is a sort of fifth wheel 
iu a wagon, and tho duties and respon- 
sibilities of his position are not clearly 
defined.

General Sherman,

GARFIELD VS. CONKLING,

la the proprietor of Klein's brewery, in 
this city, and alleged in the complaint 
that he is a citizen of the United States 
uf America, und of the State of Nevada, 
und owns real and personal property 
situated in Ormsby county, upon which 
je is annually required to pay large 
sums of money in taxes, with three 
ninor children who are entitled to al 
the benefits of the public schools of saic 
State and of the moneys appropriated 
by the law of Congress lor the suppor 
,nd maintenance of said schools. 
That 


there is now iu the Statd Treasury in 
the said School Fund, $80,000 and up- 
wards, which moneys were derived from 
the sale of public lauds granted by tht 
United States to the State of Nevada 
und in effect, that such paymeut from 
School Fund is unconstitutional. Plain 
tiff therefore prays for an injunction
